Hope Loses P.O. 
Terminal-to a 
Portable Outfit 


When The Star launched its 


fight against construction of a 
$400,000 new Hope post office and 
federal building nearly a decade 
ago the government men argued 
this expansion was needed 
because Hope had been chosen 
as a terminal and sorting section 
for Southwest Arkansas. 


Our editorial attacks got 


nation-wide publicity, and helped 
delay construction for a year— 
but in the end the new post office 
was built. 


The terminal and sorting 


section was in fact set up—but 
the building is still not paid for 
(evidenced by the ever-growing 
federal debt), and now we have 
lost the terminal and sorting 
section, the very service for 
which the new structure was 
built. 


You read on this page last 


Friday, May 5, that the terminal 
facilities were being moved to 
the new Oaklawn Post Office on 
the west side of Texarkana ef- 
fective Saturday, May 6. There 
was no official announcement— 
but the story was factual. 


However, there is this curious 


development—while the ter- 
minal facilities are going to 
Texarkana the seven local post 
office families who will ac- 
company the transfer are going, 
not to Texarkana, 
but to 


Shreveport, where still another 
new post office building is under 
construction. 


Could it be that the terminal is 


merely a portable outfit—here 
yesterday, in Texarkana today— 
and in Shreveport tomorrow? 


Call it speculation if you like—I 


put it down as an educated guess 
(a favorite cliche of Washing- 
tonians when pondering future 
events). 


I am reminded, rather grimly, 


of an editorial the late Curtis 
Cannon ran when he started .a 
competing paper against The 
Star in the early 1930s. Because 
of the blockage of street traffic 
by Missouri Pacific Railroad 
switching operations people 
were advocating construction of 
an overpass downtown. But no 
one could agree on which 
railroad crossing it would serve. 
So Curtis suggested a mobile 
overpass, mounted on wheels 
and tracks of its own, to be 
moved from one crossing to 
another as traffic demanded it. 


I don't say the local post office 


needs wheels under it—but I do 
say events have left us with an 
unpaid debt of nearly $400,000 
and a vanished terminal. 


When we first heard a rumor of 


the 
impending 
switch 
to 


Texarkana we filed an informal 
word at the local office that if our 
second class mail, particularly 
the mail to Nevada county, were 
sent to Texarkana and back, it 
would in all probability delay 
delivery an extra day--and if 
this were the case we said what 
we would do to meet 
the 


emergency. 


We would apply for a sup- 


plementary second class permit 
at Prescott Post Office, haul our 
Nevada 
county 
papers 
to 


Prescott, and switch a propor- 
tional part of our $175 monthly 
mail deposit from Hope P.O. to 
Prescott P.O. 


I'll 
do the postal authorities 


justice. They recognized 
the 


threat to our subscription service 
and assured that Nevada county 
second class mail would continue 
to be handled from Hope. We 
started on the new schedule 
Monday, sorting and sacking 
Nevada county mail in our own 
mailroom, then delivering the 
sacks to Hope P.O. for tran- 
smittal to Prescott. 


But we'll still be hurt in 


Howard county. Several of the 
Nashville routes run south into 
Hempstead county, and these 
will be handled through the 
Texarkana terminal instead of 
the Hope Post Office as in the 
past. If we encounter late 
deliver.' through Texarkana and 
Nashville we may have to do at 
Nashville what we threatened to 
do at Prescott—file for a sup- 
plementary 
Nashville permit.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dr. 


Henry A. Kissinger said today 
President Nixon realizes his 
latest Vietnam moves 
"will 


create short-term 
difficulties 


for Soviet leaders" but fully 
hopes to proceed with Moscow 
summit talks May 22. 


Kissinger, the President's as- 


sistant for national security af- 
fairs, said the United States 
has received no indication from 
Moscow as to whether the So- 
viets will want to proceed with 
the summit. He said "it will 
probably be a day or so" be- 
fore formal 
reaction is re- 


ceived. 


While saying Nixon's attempt 


to block receipt of Soviet war 
supplies to North 
Vietnamese 


ports presents Moscow with dif- 
ficulties, Kissinger said the So- 
viets had "permitted a situ- 
ation that posed massive diffi- 
culties for us." 


The presidential aide, who re- 


peatedly restated an American 
willingness to resume public or 
private peace talks, told a news 
conference the Nixon adminis- 
tration 
"perhaps 
under- 


estimated the massive influx of 
offensive weapons, particularly 
from the Soviet Union," into 
North Vietnam. 


Kissinger argued that the So- 


viet arms shipments tipped the 
military balance in Indochina 
in favor of Hanoi's forces. 


Responding to questions, Kis- 


singer said the Nixon moves in- 
volve "some risk." He added: 


"The judgment was that it 


did not involve an unacceptable 
risk." 


But he conceded that only 


events will prove whether the 
presidential strategy will work. 


Kissinger said he would not 


expect 
the 
moves 
against 


Hanoi's shipping lanes to affect 
the battle in the South during 
the next three weeks. However, 
he said there should be a bat- 
tlefield 
impact 
beyond 
that 


point.

War Threat 
Pushes Up 
Price of Gold 


LONDON (AP) — President 


Nixon's escalation of the Viet- 
nam war sent the price of free 
gold soaring in European bull- 
ion markets today while the 
U.S. dollar weakened on the 
foreign exchanges. 


Uncertainty was widespread 


in most European stock mar- 
kets as investors awaited devel- 
opments. 


The dollar declined to a two- 


month low in Paris and was 
weak in London, Frankfurt and 
Zurich. 


Gold was fixed in London at 


the record high of $54 a fine 
ounce, up $1.50 from Monday 
night's close 
and nearly $2 


above the $52.075 fixing Monday 
afternoon. 


Bullion dealers said the Pres- 


ident's decision to mine North 
Vietnam's ports and step up the 
bombing of strategic 
targets 


had brought speculators into 
the market in a big way. 


Big Gamble 
on Vietnam 
Stirs Nation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Reac- 


tion to President Nixon's latest 
move in the Indochina conflict 
raged from the opinion that it 
was the only way to end the 
Vietnam war to a contention 
that it was a flirtation with 
World War III. 


As President Nixon moved 


Monday to cut sea and land 
supply lines to what he called 
the "international outlaws" of 
North Vietnam, he himself was 
accused of "the most reckless 
act of international lawlessness 
that any American president 
has ever committed," in a 
statement 
by 
Sen. 
Vance 


Hartke, D-Ind. 


Hartke called for congres- 


sional action to stop the Presi- 
dent. 


Lawrence F. O'Brien, chair- 


man of the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee, said that Nixon 
"has established conditions for

by the 


North Vietnamese." 


"Our path is clear: To an- 


nounce a date for the total

Giant U.S. Fleet Moves 
in for Vietnam Blockade

SAIGON (AP) — The biggest 


U.S. 
air and naval task force 


ever assembled in Vietnam be- 
gan mining the entrances to 
Haiphong and other North Viet- 
namese ports today and heavily 
bombarded railroads and high- 
ways in North Vietnam.

one North Vietnamese MIG jet 
shot down during the mining 
operation, the seventh MIG re- 
ported downed in four days.

U.S. Mines Harbors of 
Vietnam; Foreign Ships 
Warned to Get Out 


Angry Reply 
Made by 
Russians 


MOSCOW (AP) - Tass ac- 


cused President Nixon today of 
"naked aggressive <icts" and 
violating international law in 
his actions against North Viet- 
nam—and conceivably against 
Soviet shipping. 


North Vietnam and the Viet 


Cong spoke defiantly of what 
they called an ultimatum. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 


distributed a six-paragraph dis- 
patch under a Washington date- 
line. about 12 hours after Nix- 
on's announcement of plans to 
block the approaches to North 
Vietnamese ports. 


Tass said that in addition to 


mining port entrances, Nixon 
gave orders 
for 
"American 


armed forces to strike blows on 
internal 
waters, 
rails 
and 


roads" in North Vietnam. It 
said "Nixon has tried to justify 
these naked aggressive acts, 
which mean an aggravation of 
American interference in Viet- 
nam and the violation of norms 
of international law, as saving 
the lives of 60,000 American sol- 
diers." 


Tass said Nixon promised the 


United States wants to end the 
war and take its troops home, 
"but 
the practical steps as well 


.-)<; the 
measures announced 


speak to the contrary." 


The dispatch noted the Presi- 


dent's assurances that his deci- 
sions were not aimed at any 
third country, While the Presi- 
dent pointedly directed his re- 
marks to the Soviet 
Union, 


Tass made no mention of spe- 
cific references to the Soviet 
Union in the speech. 


The Tass report contained no 


indication of what the Soviet re- 
sponse would be to the direct 
challenge posed to the Kremlin 
by Nixon's decisions. 


The North Vietnamese and 


the Viet Cong accused Nixon of 
laying down an ultimatum to 
the Vietnamese people. They 
rejected any such action.

Sail Into Vietnam 
Harbors at Own Risk 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon told the Russians in 
effect they can sail freighters 
into North Vietnamese harbors 
at their own risk. But he has 
stopped short of declaring a 
blockade, usually regarded as 
an act of war. 


Pentagon spokesman Daniel 


/,. Henkin said the measures 
Nixon ordered in an effort to 
seal off North Vietnam from 
outside military aid "is not a 
blockade in terms of boarding 
and searching ships." 


Instead, the U.S. Navy will 


try to plug the entrances of 
Haiphong and at least five oth- 
er North Vietnamese ports with 
magnetic and acoustic mines 
dropped 
from 
carrier-based 


planes. 


Sources said the mines are 


equipped 
with 
delayed-action 


fuses to give Communist and 
other skippers three days to get 
out of port, a period of grace 
indicated 
in 
Nixon's 
speech 


Monday night. 


At last report, there were 36 


ships 
in 
Haiphong 
Harbor, 


about triple the number there 
before the North Vietnamese 
offensive against South Viet- 
nam opened five weeks ago. 
Sixteen ships are Russian, 11 
others fly the flags of other 
Communist countries.

It appears that if, after the 


period of grace, captnins of in- 
coming ships are 
willing to 


chance 
running 
through the 


mines to reach North Vietnam- 
ese harbors, no U.S. effort will 
Ix- made to stop them. But the 
risks obviously would be grent. 


When former Secretary of 


Defense Robert S. McNamara 
five years ago opposed mining 
Haiphong, which receives !» 
per cent of North Vietnam's in- 
coming war gear, McNiimara 
said mining would not prevent 
offshore unloading of cargoes. 


'Hie Nixon administration ob- 


viously has thought of that. The 
lYesident said that U.S. forces 
have been directed "to take ap- 
propriate measures within the 
internal and claimed territorial 
waters of North Vietnam to in- 
terdict delivery of any sup- 
plies." 


Defense 
officials 
explained 


this means that if Soviet or oth- 
er skippers attempt to beat the 
mine barrier by staying outside 
the harbors and unloading their 
cargoes into lighters or barges, 
those smaller craft will be shot 
out of the water before they 
reach land. 


The mining of entrances to

Protesters Rise

Protest marches and demon- 


strations erupted on at least 
four 
of the nation's college 


campuses Monday night after 
President Nixon announced his 
plans to mine all North Viet- 
namese ports. 


Most were peaceful but club-

lumbia University demonstra- 
tors as they marched down 
Broadway in New York City. 


The protesters broke several 


windows in a branch of the 
First National City Bank and 
threw stones at a police car.

In Oxford, Ohio, an estimated

India-Pakistan Serious

ercharges over artillery and in- 
fantry clashes in the contested 
region on Friday. 


The result was a quick soft- 


ening of belligerent public 
statements and a cease-fire 36 
hours after the fighting began. 


Field commanders in the re- 


gion of northern Kashmir about 
40 miles northeast of Srinagar 
were 
ordered 
to settle 
the 


squabble without further hostil- 
ities. Both sides were believed 
to have pulled hack to their 
previous 
positions along 
the 


cease-fire 
line established 
in 


the December war. 


In past years, a clash of such 


magnitude would l i k e l y have 
had very serious repercussions 
But "it looks like they're play- 
ing it down as a minor local 


skirmish," one Western diplo- 
mat said. "That's a goixl sign." 


President Xulfikar All Bhutto 


of Pakistan accused India of 
serious violations of the cease-

line but conceded "this 


kind of thing is likely to arise

The 
contest is now rated a tossup. 


In 
West 
Virginia, Wallace 


cancelled his only scheduled 
appearance of the week in the 
face of polls making Humphrey 
a heavy favorite in the state. 


Both 
Humphrey 
and 


McGovern announced Monday 
night in Nebraska that they 
were breaking off their cam- 
paigning to return to Washington 


in light of President Nixon's an- 
nouncement of new moves in 
Indochina. 


In both states, lengthy lists of 


candidates are likely to delay 
the vote count in the separate, 
and potentially more important, 
contests for delegates to the 
Democratic 
National Con- 


vention. 


West Virginia is electing all 


35 of its delegates; Nebraska 22 
of its 24. 


Although not on the West Vir- 


ginia 
preference 
ballot, 


McGovern has a full slate of 
delegate candidates and could 
be Humphrey's main rival for 
control of the delegation. 


Polls are open from 6:30 a.m. 


to 7:30 p.m. E»T in West Vir- 
ginia, where some 500,000 vot- 
ers are expected to turn out. 
Polls are open from 9 a.m. to 9 
p.m. 
KDT in Nebraska, where 


a turnout of 400,000 is pre- 
dicted. 


McGovern was forced by a

ments to devote much of his 
Nebraska campaign to counter- 
ing charges that he favors le- 
galization of marijuana and un- 
limited abortions.

group. Witnesses said the man 
swung three times, scattering 
the pamphlets to the floor.
